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To ''Alison/' by William Sergeant Kendall, was 
awarded recently in an exhibition at the Chicago Art 
Institute the Potter Palmer gold medal which carries 
with it a prize of one thousand dollars. Mr. Ken- 
dall is one of the few painters of today who has not 
feared an idea. His pictures have invariably sub- 
jective interest, and in most instances make direct 
appeal to sentiment. They strike, however, a true 
note, and art is not spared in their execution. The 
painter was well trained. When but a lad, William 
Sergeant Kendall studied painting and modelling 
under Thomas Eakins in Philadelphia. Next he 
worked in the Art Students' League, New York, and 
later in the Ecole des Beaux Arts in Paris. He is a 
skilful technician. Surfaces in his paintings are ex- 
quisitely rendered. His works in spirit show 
allegiance to the academic, and sympathy witli 
that which is most distinctl}^ spontaneous and 
modern. In the National Gallery at Washington 
is to be seen one of his earlier but no less 
admirable canvases. entitled "An Interlude." 
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
